fantry Regiment, 3rd Infantry Di-

His citation reads, in part: 

"During the night a numerically 
superior hostile force launched an 
assault against his platoon on 
Hill 284, overrunning friendly 
positions and swarming into the 
sector. Cpl, Crump repeatedly 
exposed himself to deliver effec- 
tive fire into the ranks of the as- 
sailants, inflicting numerous cas- 
ualties. 

“Observing two enemy soldiers 
endeavoring to capture a friendly 
machine gun, he charged and 
killed both with his bayonet, re- 
gaining control of the weapon. 
Returning to his position, now 
occupied by four of his wounded 
comrades, he continued his ac- 
curate fire into enemy troops sur- 
rounding his emplacement. 

“When a hostile soldier hurled a 
grenade into the position, Cpl. 
Crump immediately flung him- 
self over the missile, absorbing 
the blast with his body and sav- 
ing his comrades from death or 
serious injury. 

“His aggressive actions so in- 
spired his comrades that a spirit- 
ed counterattack drove the enemy 
from the perimeter.”
